Six months ago, when the vic- 
tim spoke about what had hap- 
pened to her, Van Emple admit- 
ted to his crime and sighed a writ- 
ten confession, which immedi- 
ately found him guilty, said the 



victim's father 

On une 29, Van Emple was sen- 
tenced for three counts of aggravat- 
ed sexual abuse. He was assigned 12 
months of work release, 250 hours of 
community service, and 30 months 
probation. Pending good behavior, 
Van Emple may only serve nine 
months of work release. Van Emple 
also has to pay restitution to certain 
parties, such as the victim arid Crime 
Stoppers. 

The victim's father was shocked 
that Van Emplfe's sentence was low- 
ered from three counts of aggravated 
sexual assault to three counts of ag- 



gravated sexual abuse. He says it oc- 
curred due to plea-bargaining and 
the fact that it took so long for the 
case to arise. 

"But no matter how many years 
go by, people are still guilty of the 
crimes they've committed," said the 
father. He hopes this case serves as a 
wake-up call to any child who has 
been too afraid to tell someone that 
they have been abused. 

He also hopes.this tells children 
that the "bad people" will be pun- 
ished If they have done something 
wrong, no matter how long it takes to 
let someone know. 




flood plain levels a pain

Almost 100 people showed up 
at the public hearing for Loon Lakes 
residents in June as a result off the 
Lake County Storm water Manage- 
ment raising the flood level eleva- 
tion for Loon Lakes to 778.4 feet, 
nearly three feet above the prior 
level. 

Mike Warner, chief engineer 
of the Lake County Stormwater 
Management Commission, ' did 
most of the talking, while con- 
cerned citizens asked questions 
and made comments toward his 
explanations. 



Warner said that In 1994, the 
base flood elevation (BFE) level was 
erroneously raised from 772.7 feet to 
775.6 feet. 

'-> However, the 775.6 feet BFE was 
used continuously within the Loon 
Lakes area for the past five years, and 
90 percent of me residents were 
happy with it, Warner said. 

The problems began when, four 
months ago, the. Stormwater Man- 
agement Commission raised the BFE 
almost three feet, to 778.4, said 
Warner, at the June 24 hearing. 

What the commission did not 
look at was the negative impact that 
the nearly 3-foot change would have 
on the area, causing problems for 



things like home Improvements, 
construction projects, septic system 
repair or maintenance, and flood in- 
surance, said Warner. 

After receiving letters and calls 
with concerns arid complaints about 
the raised BFE, the StormwaterMan- 
agement Commission decided to do 
a month long study, "using the best 
available data that we could find," 
said Warner. 

The good news is the correct el- 
evation based on their study is only 
one- tenth of a foot different from the 
1994 number; it is 775.7 feet, 

"1 think our calculation Is pretty 
close to whatever' s going to come 
out of the wash," said Warner.

Lipizzans, or White stallions, are a royal breed of horse 
no fairy tale should be without Their "ballet" perform 
mances became the most revered form of entertain- 
ment in all the courts of Europe; Now they dance for 
you, just as they did at the famed Spanish Riding School of VI 
enna, Austria, where their techniques were so treasured, the 
tradition was only passed on verbally from one generation of 
select riders to the next. 

Tempel Farms of Old Mill Creek, near Wadsworth, is the 
only place in America where Lipizzan stallions regularly, per- 
form this classical dressage, and the only place in the world 
where breeding, training and performance 
take place on the same property, 

/Thousands of horse lovers from around 
the world will converge on the country town 
for the summer performance season of the 
Tempel Lipizzans to experience all the pas- 
sion and eloquence this rare breed with a 
magical history offers. 

The Llpiz2an originated in the late 16th 
century when the Royal Court of Imperial Austria imported 
Spanish stallions to improve their domestic stock. Because of 
their sheer beauty, sophistication, strength and dexterity, Lip- 
izzans became the favored breed for distinguished classical 
dressage and their place in military history is the stuff movies 
are made of.

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The road to discovery 
is paved with accidents 



I don't know where the term "an 
exact science" came from, since 
It seems that scientists are al- 
ways discovering things acci- 
dentally. I suppose that's why our 
government and our institutions of 
higher learning agree to fund all 
; sorts of seemingly frivolous research 
projects.

experts who train the horses in classi- 
cal dressage. Training begins around 
the age of four. The lipizzan breed is 
well-suited for dressage training, but 
it is the challenge of the trainer to 
recognize a horse's potential. 

Only the finest stallions ever 
reach the most demanding levels of 
dressage performance. Trainers 
spend years with a horse observing 
and evaluating. Such development 
continues until the horse is ready to 
perform all that is required in the art 
of classical dressage. 

Alf Athenstaedt, performance 
rider and director of Tempel Lipizzan 
performances, was a highly regarded 
competitive dressage rider in Europe 
who visited Tempel Farms in 1965 — 
and never left He is considered to be 
one of today's foremost experts in 
dressage. 

"Joining Tempel Farms' staff was 
a chance to experience real Indepen- 
dence in training and riding, and a 
chance to help build something that 
few Americans had ever been able to 
enjoy," said Athenstaedt. 

"Now that I've seen more than a 
decade of performance seasons at 
Tempel Farms, I'm very glad I stayed. 
I feel as if we've established a new 
American tradition... a tradition that , 
I hope will endure for many, many 
years to come," he said. 

George Williams is the director of 
Lipizzans and dressage training. He 
had studied dressage in Germany as 
a young man, and initiated the Dres- 
sage Center at Tempel Farms, where 
students bring their horses for train- 
ing by the staff, or learn with Lipizzan 
horses. Candidates from all over the 
world have come to Tempel Farms to 
work with Williams and his staff. 

"At Tempel Farms a rider can ex- 
perience the challenge of 'creating' a 
dressage horse, training a young stal- 
lion through all the levels of school- 



ing," said Williams. 

Williams is one of the few riders 
to compete on a Lipizzan stallion and 
has emerged as a very successful up- 
per-level competitor. He scored a 
first-place finish in the Pan American 
selection trials, and has won numer- 
ous Grand Prix level competitions. 

Roberta Williams, George's wife, 
is the director of program develop- 
ment. She met the late Tempel Smith 
as a child. When she first visited 
Tempel Farms, she said it was "the - 
most beautiful place I'd ever seen." 

For a life-long horse enthusiast, 
being on staff is a dream come true, 
especially being able to work with 
such a rare breed. Plus, said Williams, 
"the people I work with are as special 
as the horses." 

Being close to the Lipizzans can 
make one feel like a real-life princess, 
said Williams. 

"The nicest time is at night after 
feeding when they're all lookingat 
you with those big eyes," she said. , 

"There's something about the 
outside of a horse that is good for the 
inside of a man." 

The Tempel Lipizzan summer 
season began June 23 with a special 
guest appearance by twin foals that 
were bom in the spring of 1998. It is a 
rare occurrence that takes place in 
fewer than one percent of all horse 
births, and is made even more nu- ■ 
merically scarce by the rarity of the 
Lipizzan breed. 

; "It was just so neat," said 
Williams of the twins' birth. "We all - 
walked around with silly grins on our 
faces." 

June 23 was the twins' first and 
only public appearance for at least 
five years so they can "grow, play and 
just be horses," said Williams. 

During the 1998 season, a con- 
test was announced to name 'the colt 
and the filly. Nearly 3,000 people 



from 13 countries and 36 states sub- 
mitted entries. 

The name of the fillyhadtobe-' 
gin and end with the letter "A" like 
her mother Aunira. The colt needed a 
nickname, because he was already 
officially registered as Favory VAlmi- 
ra, after both mother and father. The 
name indicates that his father, Fa- 
vory VJacinda, is a member of the 
Favory line— one of the six recog- . 
nized Lipizzan bloodlines. 

At a birthday party on opening 
day, complete with carrot cake and 
party hats for an audience of approx- 
imately 700 people, the twins were 
christened. Donna Mueller of Lake 
Forest had (lie winning entry and 
won a season pass to the perfor- 
mances. She named the filly, "Ameri- 
ca," and the colt, "Austria." 

Lipizzan horses are best known ; 
for "Airs Above the Ground," a level 
that only the best stallions ever 
achieve. This display combines diffi- 
cult leaps and lifts that spotlight the 
breeds' physical power and supple- 
ness. The movements were originally 
used as medieval battle techniques' 
and later refined ,to their present „ 
form. "^ 

After performances, guests are 
invited to tour the historic mahogany 
and brass show stables for a behind- 
the-scenes look at the stallions, and 
enjoy lunch in their outdoor cafe. 
New this year is a display of Ameri- 
can, English and other European car- 
riages. 

The summer season of the Tem- 
pel Lipizzans is now through Sep- 
tember 1. Performances are every 
■Wednesday morning at 10:30 am, 
and every Sunday at 1 p.m. 

Tickets are available at the gate, .

Decadent 'Cabaret' storms into town 



Since its Broadway staging in 
November, 1966, "Cabaret" 
has become a theatrical clas- 
sic. 
Under director Sam Mendes and 
co-director/choreographer Rob 
Marshall, the current revival of this 
cherished musical, playing at • 
Chicago's Shubert Theatre through 
July 24, is a real stunner. It's dark— 
simultaneously horrifying and fas- 
cinating — and the costumes are 
tawdrier than ever. 

Set in 1929-30 Berlin, when 
Hitler's Nazis were in a state of fo- 
ment, the story —with music and 
lyrics by John Kander and Fred Ebb 
— re-creates a smarmy German • 
night spot, the Kit Kat Klub, whose 
flamboyant emcee encourages 
guests to chuck their inhibitions 
and "leave your troubles outside." It 
tells a story of an English woman's 
torrid affair with an American writer 
while a subplot zeroes in on the ill- 
fated romance between an aging 
Jewish merchant and his struggling 
landlady. 

Teri Hatcher, whose medium 
until now has been television and 
movies, makes her stage debut in 
the lead as Sally Bowles, the club's 
flighty headliner who doesn't know 
enough to trust her own heart. 
Hatcher's English accent is stilted, 
but she gives a spirited perfor- 
mance. Her singing provides more 
than a little pleasure. (Now if only 
she wouldn't keep her hands frozen 
to the mike during her number, 
"Cabaret.") 

No matter. Mendes has assem- 
bled a first-rate cast. Norbert Butz, as 
emcee, displays the scandalous atti- 
tude necessary to carry off the role. 
Act 1 ends with him flashing the au- 
dience a swastika tattooed on his

hind quarters. 

Dick Latessa is touching as Herr 
Schultz, a lonely widower whose 
plans are thwarted by the politics of 
hate. Other strong players include 
Barbara Andres, the cautious spin- 
ster Rick Holmes, as Sally's lover; 
and Andy Taylor, as Ernst, a dedicat- 
ed sympathizer of the Third Reich. 
. The Shubert itself was partly re- 



configured to contribute to the dra 
ma. Several rows of seats were re- 
moved and replaced with tiny ta- 
bles and chairs to re-enforce the 
cabaret atmosphere. Patrick Vac- 
cariello does an excellent job as 
musical supervisor. -

1) In choosing your rental vehicle, are you 
thinking ahead of time? If size is a factor, con- 
sider how many people will be riding in the car 
or how much luggage or parcel space you will 
need. Keep in mind, a four door car may cost 
more than a two door, so ask in advance, If spe- 
cial features are important, such as power 
steering, air conditioning, stereo /cassette play- 
er, or sunroof, be sure to ask for a vehicle that 
includes them, and if there is any additional 
cost for these features.

4) Is unlimited mileage always your best 
deal? These rates tend to be higher and the ge- 
ographical area in which the vehicle may be 
driven is still restricted. In order to choose the 
rate plan which represents your best value, it is 
helpful to know In advance how many miles 
you will be driving. 

5) Weekend Rates or Not? Also when bar- 
gain-hunting, keep In mind that weekly and 
weekend rates can save you considerable mon- 
ey versus daily prices on a per-day basis. * 

6) Hidden charges? When renting a vehicle 
for insurance replacement purposes, be ad- 
vised that insurance companies normally re- 
imburse the renter by the calendar day, That is, 
you are expected to pay a full day's rate for any 
portion of the calendar day.

When rent- 
ing specialty vehicles like passenger vans, 
minivans, etc., it is wise to purchase the op- 
tional Collision Damage Waiver (which pro- 
tects the renter from the cost of any damage re- 
pairs to the rental vehicle in the event of an ac- 
cident). Many consumers erroneously think 
their personal auto insurance covers them on 
any rental vehicle, and that they do not need 
the added protection, but customers should 
contact their insurance companies to verify 
their coverage before renting a vehicle.

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States that require a vision-screening test 
for driver's license renewal may be saving the 
lives of older drivers, according to an op- 
tometrist who has researched the matter. 
Surprisingly, it doesn't seem to matter what 
Wnd of vision-screening requirement a state 
has; Just that they have one; says Dr. Melvin D. 
Shipp, a doctor of optometry and of public 
health at the University of Alabama at Birm- 
ingham School of Optometry. 

. In a study published last year in Opt o me- 
. try and Vision Science, Shipp looked at traffic 
fatality records from 1989 to 1991 in 48 states 
(Alaska and Hawaii were excluded) and the 
District of Columbia, as well as driver's license 
renewal requiremehts iii those states. 

He found that .fatalities ; in collisions In- 
volving older drivers were Wgher in the 10 
. states that didn't require a vis ion -screeni ng 
test for license renewal, than In those that did 
require oneAf eight of those "10 states had re- 
quired vision testing for re-licensing, Shipp 
estimated that, conservatively; there would 
' have been about a 12-percent reduction in 
traffic fatalities involving older drivers. 

Shipp says most driving decisions are 
based on What a driver sees. However, age 
brings changes In vision that can affect dri- 
ving ability. After age 65, people cannot usual- 
ly see as clearly as they once did and often 
have difficulty seeing to drive at night. Their 
field of vision also maybe reduced, affecting 
their ability to see other vehicles or pedestri- 
ans approaching from the side. 



Shipp offers ah explanation for why traffic 
fatalities involving older drivers significantly 
were lower in all the slates with a vision-test 
requirement, regardless of whether the state 
simply checked sharpness of vision alone or 
did additional testing. • 

He says the existence of a state-mandated 
vision-screening test may prompt people to 
see their eye doctor before they go to the li- 
cense bureau to renew their license. Some 
people may fear, that tHey will fail the state 
test and lose their driver's license. So, they go 
to an eye-care professional first to find out if 
they wUl be able to pass the state test. 

This works to their advantage because the 
vision tests done at license bureaus merely 
are vision screenings. An optqmetristVon the 
other hand, provides a thorough eye exami- 
nation covering both eye health and vision, 
plus treatment People leave with the best 
possible vision for driving that they can 
'■ achieve, as well as advice on how to compen- 
sate behind the wheel for age-related changes 
in vision that carftbe,corrected with prescrip- 
tion glasses. . 

A thorough eye exam also serves to identi- 
fy the small number of older 'drivers whose vi- 
sion has reached a stage where they are likely . 
to be a hazard to themselves arid others. 
These drivers then may decide voluntarily to 
restrict their driving, Shipp says.

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Summertime auto maintenance tips 






According to the experts at the National 
Institute for Automotive Service Excellence 
(ASE), automotive breakdowns occur fre- 
quently during the summer season. Summer's 
heat, dust, and stop-and-go traffic are tough 
on vehicles. 

To help with summertime maintenance, 
ASE offers the following tips. Some are easy to 
do; others should be performed only by a 
skilled auto "technician, 

Getting started — The best planning 
guide is your owner's manual. Read it, and fol- 
low the manufacturer's recommended service 
schedules. 

Air conditioning — A marginally operat- 
ing air-conditioning system will fail in hot 
weather. Have the system examined by a 
technician who Is ASE-certified in air-condi- 
tioning repair and service. You'll be doing the 
environment a favor, too, since poorly main- 
tained air conditioners can leak ozone-de- 
pleting chemicals. 

Cooling system — The greatest cause of 
summer breakdowns is overheating. The 
tightness and condition of drive belts, clamps 
and hoses should be checked by a pro. The 
cooling system should be completely flushed 
and refilled as recommended. The level, con- 
dition and concentration of the coolant 
should be checked periodically. (A 50-50 mix 
of antifreeze and water usually is recom- 
mended.) Do-it-yourselfers, wait until the en- 
gine has cooled before removing the radiator 
cap. Do not dump old antifreeze/coolant into 
streams or sewers. 

Oil — Change your oil and oil filter as 
specified in your manual. Many repair shops 
will accept your used oil; never dump it on 
the ground or into streams or sewers. 

Engine performance — Replace other fil- 
ters (air, fuel, PCV, etc.) as recommended. 
Have engine driveability problems (hard 
starts, rough idling, diminished power, etc.) 
corrected at a good shop with modern testing 
equipment and ASE-certified technicians. In 
addition to getting better gas mileage, you'll 
help lessen air pollution by keeping your en- 
gine at peak performance. 

Windshield wipers — A dirty windshield 
causes eye fatigue and can pose a safety haz- 
ard. Replace worn blades and keep plentyof_ 
windshield-washer "solvent on hand to com- 
bat insects and road dust. 

Tires — Tires should be rotated about 
every 5,000 miles. Check tire pressures once a 
month, but let the tires "cool down" first. Ex- 
amine each tire for tread life, uneven wearing 
and cupping; check the sidevvalls for cuts and 
nicks. An alignment is warranted if there's un- 
even tread wear or if your vehicle "pulls" on a 
flat, level roadway. Don't forget to check your 
spare and be sure the jack is in good condi- 
tion. Properly maintained tires last longer, 
saving you money and reducing the burden at 
landfills.

Brakes — Brakes should be inspected as 
recommended in your manual, sooner if you ■ 
notice pulsations, grabbing, noises or longer 
stopping distance.

The Lake County Administrator's 
Office and the Lake County Health 
Department gave a joint presentation 
on the leaf burning issue at the meet- 
ing. 

"We are recommending a ban,; 
but we want to do it in such a way to' 
minimize the Impact on residents," 
said Marci Jumisko, research analyst 
for the County Administrator's Office. 
To do that, we will start to work with 
residents to educate them about 
home composting and yard waste 
programs available through their 
waste haulers." 

.Some of the low-cost alternatives 
for residents are the shredding of 
leaves to use as yard mulch, or trans- 
porting the leaves to a compost facil- 
ity, according to Jumisko, 

Other options, Jumisko said, in- . 
elude some type of mechanical curb- 
side pickup of leaves by local govern- 
mental units, or a bag collection pro- 
gram through private waste haulers. 

County board member Diana 
O'Kelly (R-Mundelein) said many of 
her constituents' have very big lots 



and are very concerned how they will 
dispose of their leaves if a ban is im- 
plemented. 

"You can't bag thousands of 
bushels of leaves," she said. 

' ; : Fremont Township resident VIc- 
toriifFreese said she does not burn 
her. leaves but instead composts 
them for her garden. She said alr- 
boume particles from ^burning ir- ■ 
. ritates her allergies and sometimes, 
bothers her children. 

Still, Freese said. some* of her 
neighbors bum their leaves and she 
. opposes an outright ban. 

"I 'm allergic to grass too.' 1 don't 
urge everyone to pull out every blade 
■ of grass," she said. . 

Freeze said she can understand 
the need to bah or restrict burning in 
heavily populated areas, but hot in 
rural areas where there's huge vol- 
umes of leaves. 

"You can't make laws to get rid of 
all these leaves," WestfaU added. "It's 
ludicrous." 

County Board member Sandy 
, ColefR-Grayslake) isamemberof the 



board's Health and Homan Services 
Committee, which conducted the 
public meeting and is considering a 
ban. 

Cole supports banning leaf burn- 
ing in unincorporated areas but said 
there may be the possibility for an ex- 
emption of agricultural properties or 
large rural lots with more than 5 acres. 

Still, Cole believes a countywide 
ban is needed for health and air qual- 
ity reasons, Cole spent six days in the 
hospital last fall after an asthma at- 
tack she says was triggered by leaf 
burning. 

Cole said leaf burning is one of 
the reasons "we see so many hospital 
visits in the fall" of people with respi- 
ratory problems. She is particularly 
concerned about children whose 
lungs aren't fully developed and 
where an asthma attack can cause 
death. 

"If we can save just one life by do- 
ing this, it's worth it," she said. 

The County Board's Health and 
Human Services Committee will hold 
two more meetings on the leaf burn- 
ing issue. The next meeting will be 
from 7 to 9 p.m. July 28 in the Grass 
Lake School Gym, 26177 W, Grass 
Lake Road, Antioch; and the final 
meeting will be from 7 to 9 p.m.

group based in Chicago. He said the 
group agrees with the need for some 
of the proposed local road improve- 
ments identified In the state's report. 

However, Tnippa said Route 53 
should not be considered as a solu- 
tion to the county's traffic congestion 
problems. 

"We certainly support improve- 
ments to local roads but the evidence 
on Route 53 Is in. Route 53 would 
worsen congestion on local roads and 
future discussion of Route 53 is mis- 
guided. The state should concentrate 
on those areas that improve the coun- 
ty's infrastructure," he said. 

Truppa said there are other road- 
way improvements that have been 
identified In the report that would 
better address traffic gridlock, such as 
the possibility of adding lanes to ma- 
jor arterials such as Routes 120, 22, 83 
and 45. Truppa said he Is encouraged 
only three of the eight models being 
considered by the state include Route 
53 as an option. 

Deb Giles, a Wauconda resident, 
is executive director of North Corridor 
Against theTollway, a group opposed 
to building a new highway along the 
Route 53 corridor. Giles previously 
lived in Mundelein along the align- 
ment being considered for Route 53. 

Giles said it's too early to form an. 
opinion of all of the state's proposed 
options until cost and environmental 



analyses are completed. , 

However, Giles believes one thing 
is clean there are more effective ways 
to alleviate traffic congestion than 
building Route 53. 

"Everybody agrees that a new 
Route 53 will accelerate population 
growth in Lake County," she said. 
"We've shown that this road affects 
everybody countywide, not Just peo- 
ple who live along the right-a-way." 

State officials point out, however, 
that the population of Lake County 
will Increase, regardless of whether 
Route 53 is built 

The Illinois Department of Trans- 
portion estimates an additional 
250,000 new residents will move to 
the county within the next 20 years. 
The proposed road improvements are 
an effort to address the traffic conges- 
tion problems that already exist and 
will continue to worsen if significant 
strides aren't made. ' 

"You just can't ignore the 
tremendous population increases 
that are going to occur, regardless of 
the transportation system," said Dave 
Lutyens, director of the Lake : County 
Transportation Improvement ; Project 
The project is a joint effort between 
the Illinois Department of Trans- 
portation and the Illinois State Toll 
Authority. to identify ways to best ad- 
dress the county's long-term traffic 
congestion needs.

Train accident kills local friar

Citizen crusaders 

gain satisfaction as 

plans change 

Considering the heavy hand of government and energy- 
sapping bureaucracy in the public sector, even at the 
grassroots level, it isn't often that dissident citizen 
groups can chalk up confrontation with the establish- 
ment with thumbs-up satisfaction. 

But that seems to be exactly the case where a group of par- 
ents and taxpayers dissatisfied with the way their nigh school 
was being run stand today. 

Banding together under a catchy anacronym B.E.S.T.— Bet- 
ter Education, Sensible Taxes — nearly 10 years ago an organi- 
zation of citizens in the Antioch area took on high school lead- 
ership from the superintendent and board of education to a 
largely supportive citizenry. B.E.S.T. looked into just about 
every phase of school operation. Members were particularly 
displeased with curriculum, student discipline, fiscal manage- 
ment and plans to alleviate a classroom shortage. 

• They voiced their displeasure to the school hoard, teachers' 
union, parents, community leaders and the press. B.E.S.T. be- 
came known for incisive pamphlets and brochures. To say 
B.E.S.T. was politically active would be a gross understatement. 
Publication of position papers and in-depth studies of compli- 
cated bond questions were favored by the B.E.S.T. leadership 
over garden-variety complaining. The organization backed 
like-minded candidates. Not so surprisingly, leaders of the An- 
tioch education establishment were incensed. Labeling B.E.S.T, 
members as over-the-edge uninformed kooks was among the 
more mild retorts. 

The straw that broke the camel's back as far as B.E.S.T. was 
concerned was a $38 million bond issue for construction of a 
.new high school in a rural area between Antioch and Unden- 
hurst that would have cost $72 million with interest payments 
over the life of the bond issue. Taxpayers rebelled, soundly 
trouncing the financial plan. A funny thing followed. Because 
of their strong positions and vigorous campaigning, citizens 
began taking need of B.E.S.T. New faces were elected to the 
school board. A new superintendent was hired. A remodeling 
plan at a cost of approximately $10 million underwritten with a 
state grant replaced the massive relocation plan. 

The new superintedent, Dr. Dennis Hockney, has been 
hailed as revitalizing the school and restoring confidence of the 
community. When the faU term begins, an extensively remod- 
eled building with an expanded campus will be in operation to 
catch up with curriculum advancements installed by Hockney 
and his team of education professionals. Controversy over di- 
rection of the school is but a distant memory. 

Alan Knutson, a past president of B.E.S.T., marvels at the 
transformation of Antioch High, both physically and academi- 
cally. "It's exacdy what we envisioned, exclaimed Knutson, a 
life-long resident and father of five ACHS graduates. 

Not every citizen adventure into dissent reaches a satisfac- 
tory conclusion. But it can happen as in the case of B.E.S.T. And 
when it does, there is a happy ending— for everyone. 
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Summer spells marke 




Dean Larson, one of Lake 
County's most capable 
and dedicated historians, 
has restored an old plac- 
ard providing evidence that fairs 
and open air markets have been a 
big part of local life for 150 years. 

Larson's discovery listed events 
and premiums being offered for the 
Lake County Agriculture and Horti- 
cultural Society's Exhibition and 
Fair Sept. 23 and 24, 1857, at 
Waukegan. The poster noted that 
activities would be preceded by a 
plowing match at Libertyville two 
days earlier. 

The original poster, 21 x 28 
inches, is in the archives of the Lib- 
ertyville-Mundelein Historical Soci- 
ty. It was printed on a steam pow- 
ered press. Larson, a retired Liber- 
tyville High School teacher and for- 
mer village board member, happily 
distributes replicas. 

County residents at the time re- 
ally put agriculture under close 
scrutiny, offering $6, the top premi- 
um, in competition for the best 
managed farm. Only other premi- 
um of equal value was awarded for 
the best stallion. The best bull and 
cow were awarded a premium of $5 
each. 

Best pair of matched working 
oxen would fetch $3. The outstand- 
ing plowman also was awarded $3. 
Of grain products, wheat was king 
with a $4 top prize. Lake County 
was surprisingly diverse in grain 
products 150 years ago with farm- 
ers growing oats, corn, barley, rye 
and buckwheat. 

Sugar cane also was grown in 
those days to produce sugar and 
molasses. Domestic "manufactur- 
ing" was recognized in competition 
for homemade carpeting, flannel, 
quilts, woolen hosiery and woolen 
yam. 

The agriculture society was well 
organized with Lake County's lead- 
ing families in leadership roles. The 
list of chairmen and committee 
members of the pre-Civil War fair 
reads like who's who of the county. 
Admission to the 1857 exposition 
was a whopping 25 cents. Children 
under 12 were admitted for 10 
cents. Members and their families 
got in free. 

Wars, politics and economic 
conditions have dictated when 
and where Lake County fairs were 
located. Grayslake has been home 
to the Lake County Fair since 
1956. Other locations include Lib- 
ertyville, Wauconda, Gurnee and 
Antioch. 

Today's fair, a fixture in July, can 
trace its ancestry to 1851. The 1999 
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edition opens July 27 for a six-day 
run. 

Now, with farmers' markets be- 
ing a colorful part of practically 
every community during the sum- 
mer, Lake County residents are 
never very far from a rich agricul- 
tural heritage. 

Home body 

Larry Rouse always joked that 
he only got seven miles from home. 
Not quite. Maybe in his family and 
professional life, but during World 
War II he fought with Patton's army 
in the Black Forest of Germany and 
won two Purple Hearts as an in- 
fantry sergeant. 

Outside of working in the Rouse 
family dairy in Mundelein as a 
youth, the only job Larry ever had 
was at Grayslake High School 
where he joined the original faculty 
after college on the GI Bill. The life- 
time position included 35 years as 
superintendent, giving him one of 
the longest tenures in Lake County 
secondary school history. With to- 
day's mobility among educators, . 
that's a record that might never be ' 
challenged.

The affliction was especially vexing 
for someone used to crowding 
more than 18 hours of school and 
community activity into each day's 
schedule.

Bonnie Thom- 
son-Carter has vowed to have the 
Grant Township meeting moved to 
a larger location. The 100-year-old 
town hall has room for only about 
55 persons.

The goal is always getting big- 
ger and better. An inquiry at Lake 
Forest Hospital Into an alliance 
with world-renowned Mayo Clinic 
still Is in the speculation stage while 
the announcement is sinking In of a 
merger between Highland Park 
Hospital and Evanstori Northwest- 
em Healthcare. 

Obliging jurist 

Congratulations to Circuit 
Judge Henry C. Tonigan III who is 
heading into his second term after 
re-election as chief of the 19th Judi- 
cial Circuit covering Lake and 
McHenry counties^ Tonigan, 49, is 
carrying on a tradition of the 19th ., 
chiefs being in contrast to stereo- 
typical "stuny" jurists. Judge Toni- 
gan, whose nickname is "Skip," of- 
ten obliges civic groups desiring to 
have a genuine judge in black robe 
preside over hew.orncer ihstalla- . i r 
tions.

University committee tainted by stacked deck 



"T M "Then I wrote in this cai- 
rn f\ § umn way back in No- 
li \l vember of last year that 
w W ^ the University Center 
proposed for Lake County was so 
important for us that we shouldn't 
fight as much for the site as to get- 
ting it somewhere in the county. I . 
meant it then. I meant It even 
though I had a "gut feeling" that the . 
site selection process was "stacked" 
In favor of putting the Center at the 
College of Lake County. 

The process has so prostituted 
communities who were in the run- 
ning for the multi-university center 
and it all swelled up inside of me 
that I had to speak out. I did so at 
the last board meeting of CLC. By 
the way, 1 have not been among the 
first who have said that the site se- 
lection was a "stacked deck." Round 
Lake Beach Mayor Ralph Davis was 
the first to say it when his communi- 
ty was overlooked. 

You can say that It was natural 
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IT 

THROUGH 
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for Mayor Davis to cry "foul" when * 
his community was turned down. 
But what really bothered me was 
when I read the process before the 
Illinois Board of Higher education 
and he was told to "put it down in 
writing." That is the typical brush-off 
by government agencies. In other 
words, they are saying that "we dont 
want you to make an issue of it in a 
public forum," or "put it in writing 
so our law counsel can put a legalis- 
tic spin to It." But, what It told me 
was that they must have had a "guilt 
complex" about the charge. 

As I have written In this column, 
my first choice for the multi-univer- 



sity site has always been the Lake- 
hurst site and my second choice was 
CLC. So, what happened to turn me 
so vocally against the process? 

When the City of Waukegan held 
a special city council meeting to au- 
thorize providing $3 million outright 
to Lake County to help the county's 
obligation to share half with the 
state the cost of the Center, I 
thought that it was a positive com- 
mitment by the city. Not only that, 
the city ofWaukegan offered to loan 
the county another $3 million dol- 
lars, interest free, for. the project. 

So, what was the public re- 
sponse from the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education to the City of 
Waukegan's bold aetion?The Chair- 
man of the Site Selection Committee 
said it was a "futile gesture" and "I 
would think that Waukegan could 
find better ways to spend $3 mil- 
lion."

"I am particularly concerned 
with the tone that the public debate 
is taking on this issue and the poten- 
tial impact on the future of the pro-, 
ject," LaBelle said in a memo to * 
board members. 

LaBelle, who personally sup- 
ports the Lakehurst site, said board 
members are entitled to express 
their own views but should not try to 
interfere with the site selection 
process established by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education. 

The state board is considering 
three sites for the University Cen- 
ter—The College of Lake County in 
Grayslake, Lakehurst Shopping Cen- 
ter hi Waukegan and a downtown 
site in Mundeleln. 

At a legislative breakfast, LaBelle 
said the board adopted a resolution 
in support of the University Center 
project, whichever of the three sites 
is chosen. 

- " We just want to make it clear 
that board members' individuals 
positions are just that We don't want 
to give the impression that we won't 
support the project if it's located at 
one site versus another."

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SEEING: CLC has odds stacked in its favor 



When I saw that remark 
"putting down" a whole communi- 
ty, I was infuriated. I called the Ex- 
ecutive Director of the Board of 
Higher Education and said that 
such a comment is inexcusable and 
for anyone to make it ought to dis- 
qualify die person from public ser- 
vice on such a board. I said that I 
represented the people of 
Waukegan for 26 years and that I 
wasn't going to take such a remark 
"sitting down." Also, I told the Di- 
rector that as long as I had him on 
the phone, I wanted to tell him that 
I believed that from the start the 
site selection was stacked in favor 
of CLC and they have "used" other 
communities in the process. And I 
said that I would pursue further the 
"stacked deck." My sources later in- 
formed me that he, too; helped 
"deal the cards." 

At the CLC board meeting, I 
talked about.my feeling that any 
CLC property owned by us taxpay- 
ers should be used for the future 
expansion of CLC only. After all, we 
are said to be the fastest growing 
county In the country and I am 
sure that CLC will continue to "bust 
at the seams." Virtually everyone 
that I have talked to, and that in- 
cludes citizens who live incommu- 
nities near Grayslake have told me 
that they don't want the extra traffic 
that 5,000-plus students would 
bring to the area. Even the report 
from the Capital Development 
Board lists the absence of any ma- 
jor arterial highway as a drawback 



to the CLC site. 

More than a time or two, I have 
heard GLC President Gretchen Naff 
say that the CLC land to be used for 
the University Center would be an 
outright contribution, a donation. 
Now that we are raising the "tax- 
payer issue," she seems to be revis-' 
ing that by saying that CLC would 
lease the property rather than 
make it a "gift." In any event, it in- 
vites a taxpayer suit 

Also, I told the Board that most 
public institutions worry about their 
public image. It is not in CLC's best 
public image to proclaim that "it's all 
right" to build on a wetland. And I 
don't buy the static thatyou can re- 
place a natural wetland through 
"mitigation" and manufacturing an 
artificial wetland "a few acres away." 

The point is that the people in 
Lake County who have become a 
potent voice in preserving our en- 
vironment "will not stand still" and 
watch a natural wetland destroyed 
in their backyard, With no objec- 
tions, the permitting process 
through EPA and the Corps of Engi- 
neers will get a minimum of two 
years and if formal objections and 
suits come up, that increases the 
time-frame to a minimum of four 
years, That is four years that a Mul- 
ti-University Center could be "up 
and running" at Lakehurst. 

I have talked to ordinary citi- 
zens who have told me that when 
they call the Board of Higher Edu- 
cation to tell them why Lakehurst 
would be a better site than CLC, 



the staff at the Board displays a bias 
towards CLC. It's no wonder. I did 
tell the CLC Board that their "repre- 
sentative" is in constant communi- 
cation with the Board of Higher Ed- 
ucation, an advantage that no other 
site enjoys. 

I could go on in greater length 
about what I said at the CLC Board, 
but I believe that the point is clear. 
This has not been a fair process. 
When people have been taken ad- 
vantage of, I have always spoken 
out. When communities have been 
taken advantage of, I have spoken 
out. That's what this is all about, 
and I also believe that a "free stand- 
ing" multi-university center at 
Lakehurst would be advantageous 
for all of Lake County. 

While the regular CLC Board 
was doing its business, I took some 
peeks at the CLC student newspa- ; 
per, the Chronicle. It is a good 
newspaper, and the students 
should be commended for it. But I 
did mention to the gentleman seat- 
ed next to me," I wonder why they 
publish it in Palos Heights rather 
than somewhere in Lake County." 

But, what I really liked was on 
the front page, a quotation attrib- 
uted to Pilfers in bold, capital let- 
ters. It read: IF YOU TURN A BUND 
EYE; YOU'RE JUST AS GUILTY AS 
THE CULPRIT. THE INNOCENT 
ARE SURETO DIE, SO RISE UP

guy next to me and said, "Now, isn't 
that apropos?" 
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Housing boom is 




Recent newspaper articles 
about the housing boom 
across Lake County can 
certainly be verified by sta- 
tistics from the Lake County 
Recorder's office. In 1998, an all-time 
record for annual recorded docu- 
ments was reached with 200,605 
documents being recorded. The 
numbers for 1999 are already 
matching that record and may even 
exceed it From an historical per- 
spective, it took 1 14 years to record . 
the first million documents in Lake 
County, 21 years for the second mil- 
lion, 1 1 years to reach 3 million, sev- 
en years to reach 4 million (on July 
31, '97) and we are already over the 
third of the way to 5 million in less 
than two years. 

The good news is these record 
breaking volumes translate Into ad- 
ditional revenue for the County tax- 
payers. In 1998 the Recorder's bud- 
get realized revenues of almost $6 
million. (Our expenses for that year 
were only $1.5 million.) All the addi- 



tional revenue goes to the County 
General Fund to supplement vital . 
county services such as police pro- 
tection, court services and health 
care. 

However, observing the "Hous-- 
ing Boom" first hand prompts me to 
agree with our newspaper editors 
and development analysts who en- 
courage all our Lake County com- 
munities to plan our growth careful- 
ly. We must consider the impact on . 
our quality of life— especially, when . 
It relates to affordable housing, 
schools, traffic and public safety. ' 

Please know that my staff and I 
stand ready to assist with any data 
needed to plan appropriately. We 
must not forget that while Lake 
County is the finest community in 
the nation, providing great econom- 
ic strength, there is also a sense of 
urgency and a great need to pre- 
serve our natural resources.

Safety tips to help prevent 
lawnmower accidents 



Hospital emergency rooms 
treat more than 60,000 injuries re- . 
lated to lawn mowing each year, ac- 
cording to a child safety expert at 
Children's Hospital of Wisconsin. 
Children under the age of 15 have 
more mower accidents than any 
other age group. 

"Most of these injuries are /- 
caused by the unsafe use of power' 
lawnmowers rather than a mechan- 
ical malfunction," Sue Sorge, RN, 
Trauma and Injury Prevention 
manager, said. "Only properly 
trained children, 12 years of age or 
older, should be allowed to mow 
the lawn alone." 

Following are guidelines for 
safe lawnmower use: 

•Be sure people — especially 
children — and pets are out of the 
yard while mowing. 

•Never carry a child while oper- 
ating a riding mower or lawn trac- 
tor. The child may slip and fall in 
the path of the mower or get the im- 
pression a mower is a toy, 

•Make certain children who 
mow the lawn understand safety 
guidelines. 

•Read the owner's manual be- 



fore mowing and never override the 
mower's safety functions. 

•Wear heavy-duty shoes and 
■ long pants. 

.•Do not mow at dusk or at 
night. 
/ »Make sure the grass is dry. 

•Clear the yard of sticks, stones, 
and other debris that may be shot 
out white mowing. 

•When leaving a mower unat- 
tended, disconnect the spark plug 
wire. 

•Never adjust mower height or 
clean/remove the grass chute with 
the engine running. 

•Stay clear of a hot engine. Muf- 
flers can reach up to 1,200 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

•Never drink alcohol before or 
during mowing.- 

•Never smoke when filling the 
gas tank, fixing or using a lawn 
mower, 

•Always mow across an incline 
with a walk-behind mower. 

•Always mow up and down an 
incline with a riding mower. 

•Never leave the mower un- 
attended while the engine is 
running.

All kids are curious about 
things they have never seen at a 
close distance before. Asa per- 
son who loves animals, I have a 
definite perspective on this. I 
think it is imperative for all par- 
ents to teach their children about 
animals, whether wild or domes- 
tic. I have also seen kids hurt ani- 
mals out of both curiosity, going 
too far, and the lack of under- 
standing of anothers' perspec- 
tive. You see, it is my opinion

that many parents feel that a 
child's attitude toward animals 
just develops on it's own. I am 
here to tell you that it doesn't. 
We need to teach our kids re- 
spect and compassion for those, 
weaker and smaller than us 
through example and discussion. 
We also need to teach them that 
sometimes even the smallest of 
creatures can have a doozie of a 
defense system and conditions 
such as Rabies (although I under- 
stand that recently, there haven't 
been any cases reported,) and/or 
Salmonella. 

There are two important ar- 
eas that are good to teach. These 
are: respect of animals and pro-' 
tectlon of self. All animals, wild 
and domestic are deserving of 
their own space and prevention 



of harm. When a child becomes 
too rough with a domestic ani- 
mal such as a dog or a cat, it is a 
great time to explain to the child 
what that would feel like to the 
animal. Helping a child to take 
the animal's perspective helps to 
develop a sense of empathy and 
compassion. I have seen children 
purposely set out to hurt ani- 
mals. Believe me, these children 
have not been taught the oppo- 
site. If taught young enough, 
these kinds of behaviors can be 
avoided. Certainly, kids should 
be taught that if they are having a 
bad time or a problem, it is not 
appropriate to take it out on 
something smaller or weaker. 
Teaching our kids this, helps 
both the kids and the animals. I 
have also seen children get curi- 
ous and go top far and then feel 
miserable afterwards. Teach 
them first and avoid this later. 
From the time children are 
very young, I recommend that 
we teach them to be respectful of 
creatures we should not be near. 
Wildlife can be cute and cuddly 
looking, but it Is wild. We should 
make sure to point out to our 



kids what the animal is and help 
them understand that it deserves 
our leaving it alone to do what it 
does naturally. Even if it is within 
a couple feet of us. We don't 
want to scare the daylights out of 
our kids about animals, however,- 
teaching a healthy distance to 
prevent bites or other problems 
is important. 

This is also true of domestic 
animals. There are 1000's of dog 
bites each and every year. You 
can never really predict what is 
going on in the mind of an ani- 
mal you don't know. Our kids 
need to hear this more than once 
and watch to keep that distance. 
Additionally, it's good to teach 
our kids to ask the pet's owner if 
they can pet that animal or not 
first. 

I would actually make a pro- 
ject out of this for the young 
ones. Take a walk around your 
neighborhood with your children 
and have them identify the 
names of animals and whether 
they think they're wild or home 
animals. When they identify 
what they are, ask them to then 
tell you how to react to them. 



You will, of course, help them 
along the way to understand the 
distance, space, boundaries and 
rules of dealing with these ani- 
mals. You'll also help them to 
understand that these are living 
things with families of their own 
and if they get hurt, they cannot , 
see or be with their families any- 
more. Many times, this personal- 
izing of the animal's situation is 
all it takes for a child's natural 
nurture tendencies to surface 
and understanding to become 
complete. 

You have a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to create some marvelous 
learning for your kidsl

Summer season is time to check for ticks 



It is summer and time for outdoor 
fun. And It is time to remind outdoor 
enthusiasts to take precautions 
against diseases caused by ticks. 

At least 15 species of ticks are 
found in Illinois; the two most likely to 
be encountered however, are the 
American dog tick (or wood tick) and 
the lone star tick. Ticks live In and 
hear wooded areas, tall grass and 
brush. If infected, they.can spread „ 
various diseases, includi ng ehrl ichi o ■ 
sis, Lyme disease, Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever and tularemia. The 
ticks, often no bigger than the head of 
a pin, become active and can spread 
disease any time of year when the 
temperature is 40 degrees or more at 
ground level. Peak months for tick- 
borne diseases are June, July and Au- 
gust. 

Dr. John R. Lumpkin, state public 
health director, said the best way to 
protect yourself against tickbome ill- 



nesses is to avoid tick bites. He sug- 
gested the following precautions: 

Avoid areas known to be infested 
with ticks. 

If in an area where ticks are 
found, check your clothing often for 
ticks climbing toward open skin. 
Wear white or light-colored long 
sleeved shirts and long pants so ticks 
are easier to see. Tuck long pants into 
your socks. Tape the area where pants 
and socks meet so ticks cannot crawl 
under clothing. Wide masking tape 
works the best Wear boots or sturdy 
shoes and a head covering. 

Those who are not able to tolerate 
wearing long sleeves, long pants and 
socks In hot, muggy weather should 
apply insect repellent sparingly to ex- 
posed skin (except the face and hands 
of small children). Be sure to wash 
treated skin after coming indoors. Use 
repellents containing permethrin to 
treat clothes (especially pants, socks 



and shoes) but not skin. Always follow 
label directions; do not misuse or 
overuse repellents. Always supervise 
children in the use of repellents. 

Walk in the center of trails so 
weeds do not brush against you. 

Check yourself, children and oth- 
er family member every two to three 
hours for ticks. Ticks rarely transmit 
disease until they have been attached 
for four or more hours. 

. If you let your pets outdoors,' 
check them often for ticks, which also 
can transmit disease to them. Check 
with your veterinarian about tick 
treatments. You can be at risk from 
ticks that hitch a ride on your pets but 
then come into contact and attach to 
you to feed. 

Remove any tick promptly. Do 
not try to bum the tick with a match, 
or cover it wi th petroleum jelly or nail 
polish. Do hot use bare hands. The 
best way to remove a tick is to grasp it 



with finepoint tweezers as close to the 
skin as possible and gently, but firm- 
ly, pull it straight out. Do not twist or 
jerk the tick. Avoid crushing the tick's 
body. If tweezers are not available, 
grasp the tick with a piece of tissue or 
cloth or whatever can be sued as a 
barrierbetweenyour fingers arid tick. 
The mbuthparts of a tick are shaped 
like tiny barbs and may remain em- 
bedded if nbj removed properly. You 
' may want to put the tick in a jar of 
rubbing alcohol labeled with the date 
and location of the bite in case you ex- 
perience or have signs or symptoms 
of a tickbome disease and want to 
have the tick identified. 

• Wash the bite area and your 
hands thoroughly with soap and wa- 
ter, and apply an antiseptic to the bite 
site. Make sure the property around "* 
your home is unattractive to ticks. 
Keep your grass mowed and the

The following are brief descrip- 
tions of diseases carried by ticks in Illi- 
nois. For additional information, 
check the Department's Web site: ' 
www.idph.state.iLus under "Hot off 
the presses.'' 

Ehrlichiosis is a disease caused by 
bacteria, Ehrlichia, that infect two dif- 
ferent types of white blood cells and is 
transmitted by the bite of an infected 
tick. The lone star tick; the American . 
dog tick (or wood tick) and the deer 
tick have been associated with this 
disease. The most common com- 
plaints are fever, headache and mus- 
cle aches. Persons with ehrlichiosis 
also may experience loss of appetite, 
nausea and vomiting. A rash may oc- 
cur but is not usually present 

Lyme Disease. Although not 
many cases are reported in Illinois, 
nationally this is one of the fastest - 
growing infectious diseases. Lyme 
disease is transmitted by the bite of an 
infected deer tick Among its symp- 
toms may be a rash that starts as a red 
patch and forms an expanding ring or 
bull's eye pattern. The rash may be 
accompanied by other symptoms 
such as fatigue, chills and fever, 
headache, swollen lymph nodes, and 
joint and muscle pain. Lyme disease 
is effectively treated with antibiotics. 
Even if not treated, symptoms may 
disappear, but can recur intermit- 
tently several weeks, months oryears 
after acquiring the infection.

Fourth Lesson 



hen America's forefa- 
thers crafted the Con- 
stitution' they paid 
careful attention to the 
issue of liberty.: One of the seven rea- 
sons given in the preamble for estab- 
lishing the Constitution was to "se- 
cure the blessings of liberty.' 1 Liberty 
is the sum of the rights possessed in 
common by a group of people. It is 
also freedom from excessive control. 

Recall the stirring words Patrick 
Henry spoke as he addressed the 
Virginia convention in the spring of 
1775. Henry said, "Is life so dear or 
peace so sweet, as to be purchased 
at the price of chains and slavery? 
Forbid it Almighty God! I know not 
what course others may take,' but as 
for me, give me liberty or give me 
death!" 

Nearly 200 years later, John F. 
Kennedy said, "Let every Nation 
know, whether it wishes us well or 
ill, that we shall pay any price, bear- 
any burden, meet any hardship, 
support any friend, oppose any foe, 
in order to assure the survival and 
success of liberty." 

These were strong words from 
two strong Americans. But, I ask 
you to remember that this great 
country was formed by a revolution 
against what it's citizens considered 
a tyrannical government And as a 
nation we've often fought great bat- 
tles against oppressive powers. 

■However, the greatest threat to 
our liberty today may not be an ag- 
gressive foreign power. (Even one . 
armed with nuclear technology, 
which we made readily available.) 
The greatest threat may not be an- .. 
other revolution by those in our 
own country who oppose our 
ideals. No, the real threat to our lib- 
erty is much more certain, much - 
more deadly and much more insidi- 
ous. 

What is this great threat? Well, 
actually there are several threats to 
liberty. 

The enemies of liberty 

* Power-hungry leaders. I sup- 
pose as long as there have been 
people in power, there have been 
abusers of power. When power- 
hungry people put the gain of per- 
sonal power above freedom, we 
have the erosion of liberty. James 
Madison said, "Since the general 
civilization of mankind I believe 
there are morelnstances of the 
abridgment of freedom of the peo- 
ple by gradual and silent encroach-, 
ments of those in power than by vi- . 
olent and sudden usurpations." It 
continues today just as it did in 
Madison's time. 

* Apathy. Apathy is truly an insidi- 
ous threat.- The lack of an active 
and spirited interest in freedom and 
liberty leads to the slow, but certain 
erosion of both. 

When the majority of Ameri- 
cans fail to vote, choose hot to get 
involved and don't pay attention to 
what ts happening, the result Is di- 
minishing liberty. Because there' 
are any number of minorities who 
care enough to vigorously advance 
their own agendas, we cease to be 
governed by all the people. We be- 
come a nation controlled by the ac- 
tive and aggressive few. 

* Greed. The man who serves the 
cause of freedom for money/will 
likely serve any other cause for 
more money. There are those will- 
ing to sell their power in exchange 
for wealth.

Possibilities may be endless, or to most, preferably few, 
and far between. Just because an individual applies for 
unemployment compensation does not necessarily 
make them eligible. Unemployment recipients are 
required, on a weekly basis, to turn in a list of companies 
that they have contacted for employment. Failure to file 
these forms weekly results' in a loss of wages. 
Furthermore, failure to report accurate information, or 
reporting fraudulent information, can not only result in 
loss of wages, but can also have legal ramifications such" 
as reimbursement and, in some cases, incarceration. 
There are special groups affiliated with the Department 
or Unemployment Security that are specifically designed 
to follow up on weekly claim forms to be sure that the 
information as to their active work search is valid. These 
groups will contact companies lo insure the fact that if an 
individual claims to have applied for a job with the ABD 
company.„they in fact did so. Every unemployed wage- 
recipient should take the Department of Unemployment 
Security seriously, The system should not be abused. The : 
people who suffer are the taxpayers in this country. If you 
know someone wrongfully receiving unemployment 
wages while currently working, you may contact your 
local Department of Unemployment Security 
(Waukegan). 

. If, on the other hand, any readers out there feel that 
they have wrongfully been denied unemployment com- 
pensation, it is your right to contact the Unemployment 
office where you applied and ask to go before an 
Arbitration Officer who can make a final determinatipn. 
In either case, be sure you have all the facts ready.
